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Three years in prison for 39-year-old who in jealous rage violently attacked woman 


‘Vile bully’ who assaulted his 
former partner gets jail term

A “VILE bully” who stood over his 
former partner as she slept and 
attacked her in a jealous rage has 
been jailed for three years. 

Danny Walker, from Harlow, 
broke into his former partner’s 
house and subjected her to a viol¬ 
ent assault, punching her, biting 
her and choking her. 

The 39-year old previously 
admitted ABH and breaching a 
restraining order against his 
former partner, who the Harlow 
Star has chosen not to name. 

At Chelmsford Crown Court 
last Wednesday (January 31), pro¬ 
secutor John Oliver explained 
how on May 9, 2017, Walker was 
convicted of seven offences of bat¬ 
tery and was sent to prison for 13 
weeks. 

At the time of that sentencing, a 
restraining order was put in place 
not to attend the home address of 
his former partner, who lived in 
Harlow. 

On December 2, 2017, his 
former partner went out for 
drinks with her friends when she 
was approached by Walker. 

She did not want to spend the 
evening with him and so her 
friends encouraged him to leave. 

At the end of the evening after a 
few drinks, she returned home to 
go to bed. 

Usually, the house is occupied 
by five children but on that night, 
the children were staying with 
family members. 

She went to bed and awoke to 
find the defendant standing over 
her. 

He repeatedly slapped and 
punched her in the face and called 
her a s*** and a c***. 

It is thought he hit her in the 
face and on her arms about 30 
times. 

The assault continued with 
Walker holding her around the 
face, neck and mouth. 

The victim says she does not 
recall exactly what happened, 
whether she passed out or was 


knocked out, but when she awoke, 
the defendant was still there. 

He hit her, head butted her and 
bit her ear before she managed to 
get out of the house and drive to 
her father’s house for help. 

She was taken to Princes Alex¬ 
andra Hospital in Harlow where 
she was found to have a suspected 
fracture, which was later con¬ 
firmed to be swelling and bruis¬ 
ing to her face. 

On Boxing Day, the victim was 
at home with her five children, six 
weeks after giving birth to her 
fifth child. 

Walker was round her house 
and the pair began drinking alco¬ 
hol together until deciding to go to 
bed at around midnight. 

She got up to use the bathroom 
and when she returned she dis¬ 
covered Walker had been looking 
through her phone, which led to a 
further attack. 

Accusing 

He hit her, head butted her, 
pinned her to the bed and bit her 
left ear before accusing her of 
sleeping with other people. 

The assault went on for hours 
as he continued to shout at her 
and threatened to kill her while 
the children were in the house. 

The victim suffered scratches 
to her arms and bruising follow¬ 
ing the assault. 

Mr Oliver drew similarities 
between these two assaults and a 
previous assault on a different 
partner where he pinned her to 
the bed, grabbed her round the 
throat and began to strangle her. 

He went on to read extracts 
from her victim impact state¬ 
ment. 

“She feels like a different per¬ 
son compared to the how she was 
before she met him,” the state¬ 
ment said. “She felt controlled by 
his behaviour. 

“After being in a previous viol¬ 
ent relationship, she was prom¬ 
ised that he would look after her 
and he did quite the opposite. 

“She is afraid of the defendant. 
The physical injuries have healed 


but her emotional scars remains. 

“She made him aware when she 
was a child she had an operation 
to remove a tumour, which meant 
a small part of her skull was 
removed. 

“He still hit her in the head 
which she feels is vulnerable.” 

He also described how she felt 
she could not maintain relation¬ 
ships with friends and how she is 
now worried she will lose her 
children following the incident. 

Walker has 18 convictions for 41 
offences stretching back to 1998. 

Mitigating lawyer Richard Con- 
nolley said: “Anyone reading this 
in paper would be expecting a 


reputed brute but I have seen a 
very different man.” 

Judge Turner interjected: “He 
is full of apologies and sweetness, 
then two or three days later he is 
being a vile bully - that is his 
problem.” 

Mr Connolley continued: 
“Moments before, he expressed to 
me that there are matters which 
he doesn’t wish to address you 
about out of concern it might 
upset the complainant who sits in 
court. 

“He was not aware of her pres¬ 
ence in court. 

“I can do no more than offer his 
most sincere apologies to his 


former partner.” 

“I want to know why he used 
this ghastly violence,” Judge 
Turner asked. 

The defence lawyer said: “He 
has a weakness for...,” before 
Judge Turner interrupted with: 
“For beating up partners?” 

“No for her,” Mr Connolley 
said. 

“There were a few mixed mes¬ 
sages and communication whilst 
in custody and he wanted to con¬ 
tinue with the relationship 
against his best judgement. 

“He makes no excuses, he can 
see this was a volatile relation¬ 
ship.” 


Judge Turner said: “Which is 
all the more reason to obey the 
court order.” 

Mr Connolley responded: “He 
has come here today expecting a 
sentence in years. He is genuinely 
remorseful. How long that will 
last is a matter only time can 
tell.” 

Sentencing Walker, Judge 
Turner, said: “Having being 
released on licence you decided to 
reengage with her. That was a 
very bad decision, with possibly 
some encouragement. She was, I 
regret to say, unwise, but that does 
not excuse your behaviour. 

“You assaulted her in a totally 
vile way and it was not the first 
time, even your previous partner 
you have assaulted. You have 
clearly got a difficulty in relation 
to women. 

State 

“On December 3, having seen 
her in public, you made your way 
to her home, gained access 
without her knowledge, looked 
through her phone, stood over her 
as she slept and assaulted her 
viscously, punching, throttling, 
biting her ear and shouting vile 
verbal abuse. 

“Her house was said to have 
been in a state and that is all bad 
enough but again 24 days later on 
December 26, possibly with some 
encouragement from her, you 
breached the court order which 
led to violence. 

“You struck her, head butted 
her throttled her and you made 
threats to kill. 

“Her victim impact statement 
makes for painful reading - no 
doubt she has been forever 
changed by this brief and volatile 
relationship.” 

Judge Turner sentenced Walk¬ 
er to three years in prison and 
imposed a six-year restraining 
order on him to stay 100 meters 
away from his victim and her 
children. 

Walker turned to his former 
partner, who was sat in court, and 
said: “Sorry”, as he was sent 
down.

Athelete gives 
disabled rights 
a power boost

“THIS is not a developing nation, 
this a first world nation,” says 
Anne Wafula Strike. 

“When you see disabled young 
people being laid on toilet floors to 
be changed then you know there 
is something very wrong.” 

It is assumed the UK is at the 
forefront of inclusivity and 
accessibility, but if anyone should 
know it is Wafula Strike. 

The Harlow-based wheelchair 
user, who is originally from 
Kenya, is a Paralympian, an MBE 
and a passionate campaigner for 
disabled rights. 

When she was born she was a fit 
and healthy child but was struck 
down by polio at the age of two. 

The Paralympic wheelchair 
racer, who proudly states she is an 
Essex girl with colour and an 
accent, was left paralysed from 
the chest down and faced a bar¬ 
rage of hurdles growing up in 
Kenya before coming to the UK in 
2000. 

“People didn’t know what to do 
with me apart from my family,” 
she said. 

“My mother and father were 


really supportive but, the com¬ 
munity at large, they just didn’t 
know what to do. Some of them 
just shied away and they couldn’t 
even look at me. Some of them 
looked at me with those eyes of 
pity, some of them it was disgust - 
why is she here? 

“But the funny thing is when I 
was in primary school - it was for 
the physically handicapped - life 
was good because we were all 
disabled. But as soon as you go 
out, oh my goodness, the world 
was screaming disability at me. 

“As soon as you walked out of 
the gates everybody would look at 
you and stare. 

“Women are valued less but a 
woman with a disability is even 
worse. 

Wafula Strike was introduced 
to wheelchair racing in 2002. 

She represented Kenya at the 
Athens Paralympics in 2004 and, 
after successfully applying for 
British citizenship in 2006, she 
soon became a member of Team 
GB. However, while there was suc¬ 
cess in sport she soon realised 
accessibility and perception of 
disability was not as it should be 
in this country. 

“It’s really society that disables 


us because of the barriers that are 
there but if society was inclusive, 
and they really knew what inclu¬ 
sion means, then we wouldn’t feel 
isolated,” she added. 

“Disability is here to stay so we 
might as well embrace it and start 
making provisions right now. 

“That is what we’re still fight¬ 
ing and one day I would really like 
to go around Essex to find access¬ 
ible clubs, because not a lot of it is 
accessible. People don’t under¬ 
stand what it means because they 
have always thought when there 
is a ramp into the building then 
they’ve ticked that box of access¬ 
ibility. 

“When they have a disabled toi¬ 
let they’ve ticked that box of 
accessibility. They forget that 
sometimes, in that toilet, they use 
it as storage and sometimes, as 
you go in that toilet, they have 
bins and things that you can’t 
even access. I think society looks 
at me sometimes as a mad person 
- like I make too much noise. 

“But the people who are going 
through the same challenges as 
me they look at me as somebody 
who is amplifying their voices. 

“I don’t want to say that they 
don’t have a voice but some of

Town Argos to close and 
be relocated to food store 


One of the Argos stores in Harlow is 
going to close down and be relocated 
to a supermarket in the town. 

The Argos in the Harvey Centre 
will be moving to Sainsbury’s in 
Fifth Allende Avenue, less than a 
mile away. 

This comes as Sainsbury’s bought 
the Argos chain in a £1.4bn takeover 
in 2016. Since then, there has been a 
move to close down some of the 
stores and relocate them into 
Sainsbury’s stores. 

This has already several times in 
Essex including at Springfield in 
Chelmsford and in Bansons Lane, 
Chipping Ongar. 

A spokesperson for Sainsbury’s 
confirmed that the Argos colleagues 
will transfer to the new store. 


The move is expected to happen in 
early May. 

The Argos in the Harlow 
supermarket will be “a modern 
digital store where people can order 
products immediately in store or 
click and collect,” the chain said. 

Typically, the Sainsbury’s stores 
make way for Argos by rearranging 
part of their fittings at the back of 
the store, as happened in Chelmsford. 

Whether more Argos stores will 
close in the near future and move 
into other Sainsbury’s in Essex is yet 
to be seen.

them really struggle to be heard 
so I am amplifying the voice of so 
many people. 

“It’s a privilege to be able to do 
this. That’s why I don’t want to 
take anything for granted or just 
sit and enjoy life, and just be a 
Paralympian and stuff like that. 

“I feel that it’s a platform that I 
can use to support others and to 
empower other people.” 

Then there was the infamous 
incident on the train - the trigger, 
the kick-starter - that propelled 
Wafula Strike and her cause into 
the public spotlight. 

In December 2016 she was on a 
three-hour Crosscountry train 
from Nuneaton to Stansted with 
an out-of-order accessible loo. 

As a result she was forced to wet 
herself in a humiliating and 
embarrassing episode that forced 
her into action. 

After winning a payout from 
the train company in a high pro¬ 
file case she found that her Para¬ 
lympic status had essentially 
given her a voice - and she 
planned to use it. 

“When I had the incident on the 
train we had so many disabled 
people who came up and said it 
happened to me,” she continued. 

“I was really angry at them 
because, had you stood up and 
spoken about this, it should have 
stopped happening a long time 
ago. But I know they were embar¬ 
rassed, I was embarrassed and it 
was a very embarrassing thing. 

“We are living in a community 
where people are self-obsessed 
and want to talk about the nice, 
glamorous things. 

“My disability exists and 
becomes a problem, not because I 
use a wheelchair personally, but 
because the broader environment 
isn’t inclusive. 

“You’re not supposed to be col¬ 
ourful, you’re not supposed to 
speak well, you’re not supposed to 
demand and you’re not supposed 
to know what you want in life. 

“You’re supposed to be gloomy - 


you’re supposed to sit and project 
pity and sympathy - and then 
you’re supposed to just sit there 
and accept. 

“You have to be grateful when 
they give you a pat on the back, or 
on the head, or on the shoulder. 

“But it is not like that - these 
are the prejudices, stigmas and

perceptions that we are trying to 
challenge.”

“This particular 
campaign was 
started by a 
lady called 
Lorna Filling- 
ham. 


“She is a mother of a seven- 
year-old girl with multiple chal¬ 
lenges and she can’t keep lifting 
her child onto the baby changing 
bench because the girl is now 
seven. When she’s travelling she 
lays her girl on the toilet floor and 
that is heart-breaking. 

“There are different conditions, 
there are different diseases and 
different viruses on that floor. You 
don’t know who may have been 
there. This is a first world allow¬ 
ing its citizens to be treated in 
that way, so what has gone wrong? 
I’ll challenge people to go out with 
somebody who has a disability - 
either visually impaired or a 
wheelchair user. Just go out in the 
community, wanting to have a 
social life, and they will find that 
it is quite inhibiting .”

Care home 
fined after 
resident’s 
shower hell

THE owner of a Harlow care home 
has been fined £120,000 in court 
after a 75-year-old woman was left 
with life-changing injuries when 
she got trapped in a shower seat. 

The woman was showering 
with support from one of the 
carers at the Partridge Care 
Centre in Partridge Road, Harlow, 
and using a shower commode 
chair, which the court heard did 
not have a safety belt or foot 
plates. 

Southend Magistrates’ Court 
heard last Thursday that the 
woman was injured as a result of 
being trapped in the commode 
shower chair after the carer 
noticed the lady’s leg was sliding 
between a gap in the seat. 


The carer called for help, but 
the woman slipped further, caus¬ 
ing the chair seat to come out of its 
position and for her to fall further 
into the gap. 

Other members of care staff 
tried to help lift the woman, but 
the chair’s seat fell away and she 
became caught on a metal bar on 
the equipment. 

Injury 

The prosecution was brought 
against Rushcliffe Care Limited, 
the owners of the Partridge Care 
Centre, after the woman sus¬ 
tained a significant injury and 
required surgery - which left her 
with a stoma and colostomy bag. 

James Lester, prosecuting, told 
the court: “Rushcliffe Care failed 
to take all reasonable steps and 
exercise all due diligence to

ensure safe care and treatment 
was provided and that as a result a 
person using the service suffered 
serious avoidable harm.” 

Following the incident, the 
Care Quality Commission carried 
out an inspection and launched 
an investigation into what had 
happened. 

The court heard that in the 
months before the incident, the 
resident’s sitting balance had 
deteriorated, which left her at sig¬ 
nificant risk of leaning forward or 
slipping while showering. 

The care provider knew this as 
a carer had reported her concerns 
about the lady showering to home 
managers, but nothing had been 


done to provide proper support. 

Mr Lester told the court that the 
woman suffered injuries and was 
taken to hospital where she 
underwent surgery. 

Prior to June 2015, the provider 
had no policy or suitable guidance 
for using commode shower chairs 
safely and staff who showered the 
resident did not have adequate 
instruction on how to keep her 
safe. 

Assessment 

The home had failed to 
promptly refer her for specialist 
assessment, despite the deterior¬ 
ation in her posture and risks 
identified by staff while shower¬ 


ing, and the equipment used to 
support her was unsafe as it was 
the wrong size and provided 
insufficient posture support. 

Mr Lester said: “The risk 
assessments in this resident’s 
care planning documentation 
were insufficient or inadequate to 
support her showering. 

“In particular, they made no 
sufficiently clear of specific 
assessment either of the risks 
presented to her during shower¬ 
ing, to the deterioration in her 
sitting balance in the months 
prior to the incident, or the risk 
from the use of the shower com¬ 
mode equipment used to support 
showering her.” 


After admitting liability for the 
woman’s injuries and saying that 
they failed to provide safe care 
and treatment to one its residents, 
Rushcliffe Care Limited were 
fined £120,000 and ordered to pay a 
£170 victim surcharge along with 
£17,826.37 costs. 

Rushcliffe Care Ltd also sus¬ 
pended use of the type of shower 
commode chair used by the res¬ 
ident at Partridge Care Centre. 

Since the incident, the home 
has transferred ownership from 
Rushcliffe Care Limited to a new 
provider, Abbotts Care Centre 
Ltd. 

It has also been renamed as 
Abbotts Care Centre. 
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A ‘moment of madness’ 
led to neighbour being 
threatened with fake gun 


A WINDOW cleaner who 
brandished a fake gun to 
threaten his neighbour with 
after an argument about 
speeding has been spared jail. 

Michael Butler, 33, threatened 
neighbour John Perry with the 
weapon on September 11, 2016, 
outside his front garden in 
Pittmans Field, Harlow. 

Butler and his family moved 
away from the area after the 
incident in January 2017 and 
now live on Queens Road in 
North Weald. 

Sasha Bailey, prosecuting at 
Chelmsford Crown Court last 
Friday, told the court that Butler 
retrieved the imitation weapon 
from his house after the 
altercation and did so in the 
presence of mothers and 
children who were playing in the 
street. 

She said: “Mr Perry and the 
mothers and children who saw 
this did not know it was an 
imitation. It was realistic in 
appearance despite it being 
made of cheap plastic.” 

The court heard how the 
argument began after John 
Perry remonstrated with Butler 
when he sped into a parking 
space - Butler denies that he 
even drives. 

But Rakesh Sharma, 
mitigating for Butler, told 
sentencing judge David Turner 
QC that it was a “moment of 
madness” when he pulled out the 
weapon and that he had been on 
the right path for a number of 
years. 

He said: “His partner is now 
facing considerable anxiety over 
this. 

“They moved away from 
Harlow in January of last year. 
He fully accepts he did this.” 

Mr Sharma also informed the

court that Butler had been in the 
same job as a window cleaner for 
the past four years and was now 
in a managerial position. 

“This is his first offence in 
seven years,” added Mr Sharma. 

“He considers himself to be a 
family man. 

“He and his partner have three 
kids, one of which is his own and 
they are expecting a fourth in 
two weeks.” 

Butler pleaded guilty to 
possession of an imitation of a 
firearm with intent to cause fear 
or violence on the first day of his 
trial on January 24, this year. 

He has five other previous 
relevant convictions related to 
violence, all of which were 
described as being reactive and 
impulsive. 

Butler was handed a 15-month 
prison sentence, suspended for 
two years. 

He will take part in a ‘resolve’ 
programme which will give him 
26 sessions to deal with his 
violence. 

On top of that, he was ordered 
to undertake 25 rehabilitation 
days (RARs) with the probation 
service. 

He was handed 150 hours of 
unpaid work for the benefit of 
the community and he must pay 
£500 worth of prosecution costs 
plus the victim surcharge.

A GROUP of Harlow residents 
have taken matters into their own 
hands and set up their own polit¬ 
ical party - but there is a twist. 

The new Harlow Alliance Party 
prides itself on having “no polit¬ 
ical ideology or allegiance”. 

It says it will be focused primar¬ 
ily on local issues and has come 
into being due to a number of 
residents who say they are fed-up 
with their current representat¬ 
ives. 

“A group of residents met last 
year - about six or seven of us - all 
with a common interest,” 
explained party leader Nicholas 
Taylor. 

“We are concerned with the 
lack of transparency in Harlow 
Council.” 

Mr Taylor, who has lived in 
Harlow since 1956 and worked for 
the council for 30 years, is certain 
that his party can help inform and 
represent the people of the town. 

However, the Harlow Alliance 
Party was specifically designed 
not to have an ideology or polit¬ 
ical alignment, with its sole focus 
purely on local matters. 

“That’s why we are called an 
alliance party, because we think a 
lot of our views will be picked up 
by people of all political persua¬ 
sions,” explained the 64-year-old 
leader. 

Issue 

“The people are very interested 
in what we are doing. 

“One major issue at the 
moment is about the roads. The 
council believe that the existing 
road system can cope with the 
housing developments. 

“You have only got to drive in 
Harlow to know that’s not the 
case. 

“There is also our hospitals and 
services, tourism and leisure, 
housing development and the 
town centre redevelopment. 

“I worked for Harlow Council 
for 30 years as did two other 
people on the committee - and 
also Epping Council. 

“I know what the issues are for 


people in this town, having lived 
here for 60 years.” 

“People are fed-up with the 
local politicians,” Mr Taylor 
added. “One of our key things is 
not being bound by national polit¬ 
ics. When there are important 
matters being discussed, you see 
politicians from rival parties bad- 
mouthing people for the sake of 
it. 

“Some people do take the 
trouble to watch and look at meet¬ 
ings on the web camera and 
people are just fed up.”

Arguably, the biggest policy the 
Harlow Alliance Party is focused 
on at the moment is the issue of 
housing. 

Plans from Harlow Council

■ Minoriy parties can only 
contend parish and 
community elections in 
England and Wales. 

have been hotly debated, as some 
residents claim that further hous¬ 
ing plans drawn up by Epping 
Forest District Council could 
cause further congestion prob¬ 


lems for Harlow, even though it is 
beyond the boundaries, according 
to Mr Taylor. 

However, the party believes 
their main purpose is simply to 
make more people aware of what 
is happening in local politics. 

“The time is just right for us to 
start because of the plans to build 
houses,” he continued. 

“We are hoping for a rapid 
increase in membership. 

“My guess is that 99 per cent of 
people didn’t know that the plans 
were coming and they will have 


big implications. 

“Since the council abandoned 
its offices, they have tried to 
engage with the public and we 
think all of these attempts have 
failed.” 

Andrew Johnson, the leader of 
Harlow Conservatives, defended 
the council against the Alliance 
party’s claims. 

“I have always wanted the coun¬ 
cil to be as transparent as pos¬ 
sible,” he said. 

“When we were in control we 
made sure the opposition could 
speak at cabinet which, to give the 
current council credit, they have 
kept. 

“There is sometimes political 
point scoring but I have seen it 
from independent members as 
well and from Ukip. 

“I don’t think it is just by being 
a member of a political party. 

“We have been trying to pub¬ 
licise planning and our meetings 
as much as possible. 

“But I would say that is also the 
fault of the local media looking for 
soundbites and quick stories. 

“If you look at the agenda for 
Thursday then it is 600 pages long 
and no member of the public is 
going to sit through that if they 
aren’t interested in politics. We do 
what we can to make people aware 
of issues. 

Welcome 

“The Alliance Party - it seems 
to be Ukip by another name but 
they are welcome in the demo¬ 
cratic process.” 

Bill Pryor, a Harlow Council 
UKIP councillor, said:“I agree 
with the point scoring on the 
council. I sit on a minority party 
of two now on the council and I see 
it going on between the two main 
parties. The Alliance party can 
only be good for the town. 

“It’s silly, we should all be work¬ 
ing together for the good of the 
town. The main parties are not 
working against it but it would be 
much better for the rest of the 
town if we all came and worked 
together.” 

Epping Forest District Council 
has also been approached for com¬ 
ment but is yet to respond. 



More measles cases in 
Essex than a year ago 


MEASLES may be on the rise with 
more cases reported in Essex in 
January than this time last year. 

There were six cases of measles 
reported in the county this January, 
compared to four in the same period 
last year. 

In the four weeks of the month (up 
until January 28), there were six 
suspected cases of the viral illness 
reported to Public Health England 
(PHE) in the area. 

While not all of the suspected cases 
may not turn out to be measles, the 
number of reports is higher than in 
the same period of the previous two 
years, PHE reports. 

Dr Mary Ramsay, head of 
immunistion at PHE, said: “This 
serves as an important reminder for 
parents to take up the offer of MMR 
vaccination for their children at one 


year of age, and as a pre-schooler 
booster at three years and four 
months of age. 

“Children and young adults who 
missed out on their MMR vaccine in 
the past or are unsure if they had two 
doses should contact their GP 
practice to catch-up.” 

Suspected 

Across England and Wales there 
were 183 suspected reports of 
measles, which is higher than the 86 
cases in 2016 and 98 in 2015 for 
January. 

The number of reported measles 
cases is at its highest level for the 
first time for this month for the past 
five years. Compared to 2013, when a 
major measles outbreak in England 
and Wales occurred between 
November 2012, and July 2013. 
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Essex on list of shame for 
airgun attacks on animals 


SHOCKING figures from the RSPCA 
have revealed that Essex is ranked in 
the top ten areas in the UK for airgun 
attacks on animals. 

The county sits at number six on the 
list, with 29 recorded attacks in 2017. 

This puts it ahead of larger areas 
such as Staffordshire (28) and North 
Yorkshire (24). 

Essex sits behind West Yorkshire, 
Greater Manchester, Greater London 
and Kent. At number one, with 54 
recorded incidents in 2017, is the West 
Midlands. 

The RSPCA has received, on average, 
900 calls a year since 2013 reporting 
incidents of animals being targeted by 
people using air weapons. 

Now the charity wants to see England 
and Wales follow the lead of Scotland, 


where airgun owners and users have 
been required to have a licence since 
January 1, 2017. 

However, in 2017, the RSPCA still 
received 884 calls reporting airgun 
attacks on animals across England and 
Wales. 

A total of 4,500 reports of airgun 
attacks were received by the charity 
from January 1, 2013, to December 31, 
2017. 

Last year the RSPCA received calls 
alleging attacks on 519 wild birds, 341 
cats, 125 wild mammals and 111 dogs, 
among others. 

The penalties faced if caught 
deliberately using an airgun to injure 
an animal can be up to six months in 
prison and/or an unlimited fine if found 
guilty under the Animal Welfare Act.

Teen is fined £700 over street violence

A HARLOW teenager has been 
fined more than £700 after he bit, 
kicked and grabbed three police 
officers outside a nightclub. 

At Stevenage Magistrates’ 
Court on Wednesday, January 31, 
Ellis Wyatt, 19, of Hollyfield, 
pleaded guilty to three counts of 
assault on three constables while 
in the execution of duty. 

The court heard that Wyatt 
became aggressive towards the 
door staff at Bacchus Bar in 
Anchor Street, Bishop’s Stortford, 
at about 2am on New Year’s Day, 
after he stepped outside to have a 
cigarette. 

Shahida Parveen, prosecuting, 
said that Wyatt was heard by PC 
Mark Worboys, PC Paul Lillie and 
PC Andrew Darvill saying “I will 
f*****g kin you” to door staff. 

The three officers were 
patrolling the area at the time. 

Aggressive 

Ms Parveen continued: “The 
defendant was being aggressive to 
door staff whilst in the presence of 
officers. 

“His behaviour led him to being 
arrested by PC Darvill and the 
defendant put up a fight with the 
officers.” 

Officers were forced to restrain 
Wyatt, who was resisting the 
arrest - shouting, swearing and 
trying to get out of the police car. 

PC Worboys was left with a 
scratch to his hand after Wyatt 
grabbed it and refused to let go. 

PC Lillie sustained a two-inch 
red mark after being bitten on his 
right forearm and PC Darvill was 
kicked in the legs. 

“He said he was going to

murder the children of the 
officers’ and their wives,” added 
Ms Parveen. 

“He was really abusive and the 
officers say that his behaviour 
was really over the top, it seems 
from their statements.” 

Wyatt claimed not to remember 
much of the incident, nor did he 
remember arguing with officers 
or threatening the club’s boun¬ 
cers. 

Defending Wyatt, Andrew 
Clowser told the magistrates: 
“You will be sentencing a teen¬ 
ager who was 19 and a quarter 
when this incident happened. 

“He’s gone out, gone out to a 
nightclub, and was drinking the 
wrong things - spirits. He had too 
much than was good for him.” 

Mr Clowser added that no incid¬ 
ents had happened inside the club 
before Wyatt, who was feeling 
sick, had stepped out for a cigar¬ 
ette. 

“After that it’s all virtually a 
blur to him,” said Mr Clowser. 

“The fact that it was New Year’s 
Eve doesn’t excuse the behaviour. 


[I] attribute this to a lack of matur¬ 
ity and drinking too much on a 
special occasion.” 

He continued to tell the court 
that this was Wyatt’s first 
offence and he is otherwise of 
good character. 

Discipline 

He said Wyatt is now in his 
second month working via an 
agency as a driver’s mate and 
working a night shift between 
7pm and 7am is “imposing dis¬ 
cipline” on him. 

“He has avoided alcohol since 
that incident, it worries him that 
this is the person that he can turn 
into,” added Mr Clowser. He is 
embarrassed and ashamed.” 

Chairwoman of the bench Car¬ 
olyn Howlett handed Wyatt a fine 
of £300 for the assault on PC Wor¬ 
boys, yet no separate penalty for 
the other two offences. 

He was also ordered to pay £100 
in compensations to each of the 
three officers, £85 in costs and a 
surcharge of £30 - amounting to a 
fine of £715.

RECENT discussions on 
Harlow Council have centred 
around the tender process 
for our waste management. 

While the tender process 
may have stalled, this will 
still need to be evaluated. 

This is a perfect chance for 
our councillors to evaluate 
how we deal with our waste 
and whether we can provide 
more, or at the very least 
ensure the current levels of 
recycling are matched. With 
our current mixed recycling, 
the chances of cross 
contamination are higher 
than if they were separate 
but we are already far ahead 
of many councils who don't 
offer food waste recycling. 

Outside of this process, we 
need to review how people 
know what they can recycle. 
This can be difficult to work 
out, with a large variance 


between what is acceptable 
in some areas and what isn’t. 

The council has some 
resources on its website, but 
we could be looking at a 
greater public awareness - 
the promoted 
advertisements I get on 
Facebook from Recycle 
London when I’m at work 
during the day are a perfect 
example of showing 
individuals what to recycle 
and what not to. Just last 
week I saw an advert telling 
me not to recycle pizza 
boxes because they 
contaminate the recycling 
and I’d love a similar 
campaign to be replicated in 
Harlow. 

Other councils are looking 
at going plastic free within 
their areas, which is 
something the Brighton 
Green Group have been 
championing on Brighton 
and Hove Council. In Bristol, 
schemes like refill Bristol 
allow local businesses to 
become water refilling 
points, ensuring a further 
reduction in plastic waste. 

Outside of Harlow District 
Council, I’d love Essex 
County Council to put in 
further measures to improve 
public transport, something I 
campaigned on as a member 
of the Young Essex Assembly 
ten years ago. By making it 
easier for people to not 
drive, we can ensure clearer 
air. With 40,000 premature 
deaths attributed to air 


pollution each year, and 
London schools planning to 
warn pupils of days with 
high pollution, action is 
desperately needed. 

What can you do if you’re 
not a councillor to put the 
above measures into place? 
I’m not a councillor either - 
but I am confident I can 
make enough changes to do 
my bit. You can take 
individual action to learn 
more about your recycling, 
reduce your car use and go 
plastic free. Local and 
individual action can 
certainly be effective in 
reducing the dramatic effects 
of climate change. But it 
shouldn’t be seen as the only 
action we need to take. 

There are just 100 
companies responsible 71% 
of carbon emissions. For 
myself, I put a large focus on 
campaigning against these 
capitalist nightmare 
companies, alongside taking 
smaller actions. As members 
of the public we can be 
incredibly effective by 
lobbying these organisations 
to make them more 
environmentally friendly, 
while checking that they 
aren’t just green washing. 
Whether it’s lobbying with 
your wallet (boycotting 
products that aren’t 
environmentally friendly) to 
signing petitions, the action 
you can take will make a 
difference. 

The 25-year environment 


plan will not be enough - 
especially as the conservative 
party continue to get into 
bed with huge corporations 
and still promote policies 
like fracking. But it’s a start, 
and a start I welcome.

CLEARLY the ambition of the 
25-year environment plan of 
improving the environment 
in a generation and leaving it 
in a better state than we 
found it is to be welcomed. 

The risks if we do not do 
so could not be more 
serious. But the Tory 
government’s plan lacks 
specific proposals for 
immediate action. If Theresa 
May is really serious about 
tackling climate change, this 
cannot be a 25-year vision, it 
has to be a 25-year action 
plan which starts today. 

For example if we wait 


until 2042 to end plastic 
waste as her plan suggests, 
there will be more plastic 
than fish in the sea. And yet 
the only policy the 
government has announced 
to address the plastics waste 
crisis is to extend the 5p 
plastic bag charge to small 
shops. Why aren’t we seeing 
an immediate proposal for a 
plastic bottle deposit 
scheme? In Germany when 
they introduced such a 
scheme, recycling rose by 
98.5%. 

We’d like to see more 
pressure applied to retailers 
to limit the amount of 
unnecessary packaging and 
advertising materials they 
produce which local 
authorities are largely 


responsible for 
processing.With shrinking 
budgets this becomes a 
greater challenge for us. 
Bringing forward the date for 
ending avoidable plastic 
waste from 2042 would 
immediately increase the 
pressure on retailers. 

In the meantime, funds for 
unavoidable recycling costs 
could be raised by a levy on 
disposable hot drink cups. 
Not only would a levy affect 
people’s behaviour with 
more people taking reusable 
cups to shops, it would also 
raise money that could be 
reinvested in recycling and 
reprocessing. In the UK we 
use 2.5 billion plastic cups 
every year and most of these 
currently end of in landfill.

Pupils on a 
mission for 
greener and 
cleaner life 


PASSMORES students are on 
a mission to create a cleaner 
and greener environment for 
all by stepping up the 
school’s commitment to 
recycling.

Geography teacher and 
eco-warrior, Val Neagus 
said: “If we can get recycling 
back on the agenda it will 
not only reduce the 
number of waste bins, but 
will also decrease costs in 
getting rid of rubbish, as 
the school isn’t charged 
for the collection of 
recycling. 

“At the start of September, 
we were overflowing the 
general waste bins. 

Now, in just one term, 
we’ve reduced waste in these 
by just under 20% and are 
filling up to 12 recycling 
skips each week.”

During the talk, Trisha 
invited students in the 
audience to think of a person 
in the room they would like 
to say something nice to - 
even if they had never 
spoken to them before. 

This was a lovely moment 
as students gave and 
received compliments, 
perfectly illustrating the 
power of communication 
and why it is key to a 
successful career in 
television and the media. 

She said: “If you’re a 
researcher, producer, 
presenter or anything in the 
industry, the best skill you 
can have is to listen and to 
actually hear. With any job 
in television you must 
develop the skills to be able 


to think in pictures because 
everything works like that in 
TV - it’s a really powerful 
base to have.” 

Trisha also spoke about 
her other main passion, that 
of mental health issues. 
“When we were developing 


the format for my TV show I 
told the producers early on 
that I didn’t want to just get 
my guests on stage and then 
destroy them,” she said. 

“I wanted to explore and 
try to understand the mental 
health issues that made 


them do and say the things 
they did. That’s very 
important to me - I’m also 
an ambassador for the 
mental health charity Mind.” 

The talk wrapped up with 
a lively question and answer 
session from the audience. 


“I enjoy the feedback from 
students,” she said.

Essex rocks: 
the world 
under our 
very feet 



THE ground beneath our feet 
here in Essex has a 
fascinating history that goes 
back millions of years, even 
before the age of the 
dinosaurs. So, let us explore 
the geology and pre-history 
timeline of our county. 

Some 200 million years 
ago, before the time of the 
dinosaurs, Essex was a desert 
upland in the middle of one 
vast continent. 

By 200 million years ago, 
Essex was “dinosaur island”, 
a lush, forested tropical land 
and creatures such as 
ichthyosaurs and ammonites 
swam in the warm seas 
around the island. That 
island is now 300 metres 
beneath the surface of Essex. 
All trace of forests and 
animals have been swept 
away from the eroded 
surface of the island, so there 
are no dinosaur fossils under 
Essex. 

By 100 million years ago, 
the sea had flooded right 
over Essex Island. It spread 
sand and then a very thick 
layer of pure white chalk 
containing billions of flints 
all over the island. 


Then, some 60 million 
years ago, the North Atlantic 
Ocean began to open out to 
the west and the land of 
Essex lifted. The chalk hills 
were worn down and its 
flints were eroded out - 
many were tumbled on 
beaches to form thick pebble 
gravel layers. 

Muddy rivers 

A deep sea fed by slow, 
muddy rivers deposited thick 
London clay across the sea 
bed, together with the 
remains of many plants such 
as palms and cinnamon, and 
animals including birds, 
sharks, turtles, and tiny 


horses. 

New Atlantic volcanoes 
poured their ash into the 
London clay sea. 

In the last 15 million years 
colliding continents have 
pushed up the Alpine 
mountain chain, bending the 
crust to form the vale of the 
Thames river system through 
mid Essex. 

Gradual global cooling led 
to the present Ice Age, with 
regular warm periods such 
as the one we are in right 
now. The ancestral River 
Thames spread a succession 
of flinty river gravels across 
mid-Essex and out across the 
area where the North Sea is 
now. Pebbles in these gravels

originated as far away as 
Brittany, Wales and 
Cornwall. These gravel layers 
are part of an important 
industry in mid-Essex - they 
are quarried to provide us 
with sand and gravel for 
concrete, motorways and 
housing. 

In the final one million 
years, there have been a 
dozen very cold periods 
within the Ice Age era. 
During this time woolly 
mammoths and sabre- 
toothed tigers roamed over 
the area, while humans lived 
in and around Essex, leaving 
masses of flint tools and 
tool-making debris on the 
banks of the ever-changing 


Thames river. A kilometre- 
thick ice sheet covered most 
of Essex during a particularly 
icy stage 450,000 years ago, 
when the ice reached as far 
south as Hornchurch. It was 
this ice sheet that diverted 
the Thames towards its 
present-day course. 

Snapshots 

These are just snapshots of 
the geology of Essex. If you 
would like to find out more, 
Chelmsford Museum will be 
hosting a special “Essex 
Rocks!” event on Saturday, 
February 10, from 10am to 
4pm. Here you’ll be able to 
learn more about the 


geology of Essex, encounter 
fossils, find out where the 
pebbles in your garden have 
come from and ask 
questions of the experts. The 
event is free and is presented 
by the Essex Rock and 
Mineral Society.

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A RIGHT WORTH FIGHTING FOR 



The first women won 
the right to vote in UK 
elections 100 years ago 
this week. MARION 
McMULLEN looks 
at their hard-earned 
battle to be heard 


T HE banners and sashes all 
carried the same message 
- "Votes For Women" - but it 
was a long struggle to achieve 
that aim. 

Imprisonment, hunger strikes and 
force-feeding through plastic tubes 
were all part of the battle in the fight 
for the right of women to vote. 

Suffragettes chained themselves to 
the railings of Downing Street, 
smashed windows and set post boxes 
on fire as they fought to make their 
voices heard. There was even one 
audacious attempt to attack the 
House Of Commons by airship 
during the opening of Parliament in 
1909. 

Emmeline Pankhurst founded the 
Women's Social And Political 
Union (WSPU) and groups 
like the Women's 
Freedom League z 

The British 

political activist ~ 

once said: "The 

argument of the 

broken window 

pane is the most 

valuable argument 

in modern politics.” 

The campaigners 
faced overwhelming 
male opposition and 
were ridiculed in political 
cartoons and postcards as frustrated 
spinsters and figures of fun. Women 
were expected to stay at home and 
bring up their children and leave the 
world of politics to men. 

One 1913 cartoon featured 
England's St George as the "Anti- 
Suffrage Knight" declaring: "Back, 
thou vote-snatching hussy, or I shall 
carve thee to the chine in defence of 
my exclusive right to defend thee 
from all maid-devouring dragons.” 

New Zealand was the first country 
in the world to challenge the 
traditional viewpoint by giving 
women the vote in 1893. Finland 


fatally injured when she tried to stop 
King George V's horse Anmer on 
Derby Day to draw attention to the 
Women's Suffragette movement. 

She was trampled as she slipped 
under the rails of Epsom racecourse 
wearing a "Votes For Women" sash 
and suffered a fractured skull. She 
died of her injuries four days later. 

The Daily Mirror reported the 
incident saying: "The horse struck 
the woman with its chest knocking 
her down among the flying hoofs and 
she was desperately injured ... blood 
running from her mouth and nose.” 

Two years earlier she had hidden 


herself in a cupboard in the House of 
Commons on census night. 

The WSPU slogan "Deeds Not 
Words" was later engraved on her 
grave.

World War saw protests 
put on hold, but the

The First World War also opened 
up new jobs for women outside the 
home and gave them the chance to 
learn new skills.

Emmeline Pankhurst's eldest 
daughter Christabel and 16 other 
women stood in the 1918 election. 

She narrowly lost to the Labour 
Party candidate, but always said: "It 
is our duty to make this world a 
better place for women." 

Only one woman, Countess 
Markievicz, was elected. However, 
she chose not to take up her seat in

London because she stood for the 
Sinn Fein party. 

Women had to wait another year 
until American-born Viscountess 
Nancy Astor was elected to 
Parliament as the Conservative MP 
for the Sutton district of Plymouth - a 
post she went on to hold until 1945. 

Her husband previously 
represented the constituency until he 
inherited the title of Viscount Astor. 

She was met off the train in London 
by a group of Suffragettes on her first 
day in Parliament and one of them 
happily gave her a badge saying this 
was a "new era." 

Nancy, a supporter of women's 
rights and also prison reform, said: 
"Women have got to make the world 
safe for men since men have made it 
so darned unsafe for women." 
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What was a 
suffragette? 

BEFORE 1918, women had almost no role in 
British politics - they didn’t even have the 
right to vote. A woman’s role was domestic, 
encompassing little outside having children 
and taking care of the home. The suffragettes 
changed this. 

The 19th century was an era of massive 
change. The Industrial Revolution and 
numerous reforms, including the abolition of 
slavery in 1833, saw society changed forever. 
Women did see some progress - in 1859 the 
first female doctor was registered, in 1878 
women could graduate from university and in 
1882 women were allowed to keep inherited 
property and wages. But they still couldn’t vote. 

Campaigns for women’s rights, including the 
right to vote, started around the mid-19th 
century, after Mary Smith delivered the first 
women’s suffrage petition to parliament in 
1832. But it wasn’t until 1897, when Millicent 
Fawcett founded the National Union of 
Women’s Suffrage Societies, that the campaign 
for women's suffrage really gained momentum. 

These campaigners were known as suffragists 
and they believed debate, petitions and 
peaceful protest were the keys to success. But 
they failed to get results, and many 
campaigners decided a more militant approach 
was required. 

In 1903, Emmeline Pankhurst, and her two 
daughters Christabel and Sylvia, set up the 
Women’s Political and Social Union in 
Manchester with its slogan ‘deeds not words’. 
These women became known as suffragettes 
and soon made headlines up and down the 
country. 

Suffragettes were a shock to Edwardian 
society. They interrupted political meetings, 
chained themselves to railings, yelled while 
waving banners emblazoned with ‘VOTES FOR 
WOMEN’, were regularly arrested, went on 
hunger strike, cut phone lines and one, Emily 
Davidson, even threw herself under a horse to 
get the suffragette message heard. 

But the suffragettes’ fight paid off. In 1918, the 
Representation of the People Act was passed, 
giving women over the age of 30, and who 
owned a certain amount of property, the right to 
vote. It would be a further 10 years until the 
vote was extended to all women, when the 
Equal Franchise Act was passed, but it was a 
major step in the right direction.

INGREDIENTS: (Serves 4) 

180ml any milk 
140g dark (70-85%) 
chocolate, broken into 
squares 

3tbsp maple syrup 
1 egg 

Itsp vanilla extract 
To serve: 

Sea salt flakes 
1 handful of fresh raspber¬ 
ries or cherries or a mixture 

METHOD: 

1. Gently heat the milk 
in a pan for about 45 
seconds until hot all the 
way through. 

2. Place 120g of the 
chocolate in a blender 
or food processor with 
the maple syrup, egg 
and vanilla extract. 

3. Very carefully pour a 
quarter of the hot milk 
into the blender or food 
processor (or use a 
ladle, if you prefer) and 
blend until smooth, 
then repeat, adding a 


quarter of the milk at a 
time, until all the milk 
is combined and the 
mixture is silky smooth. 
(You need to add the 
hot milk slowly so that 
it doesn't scramble the 

egg-) 

4. Pour into four small 
ramekins or glasses and 
leave in the fridge for a 
minimum of one-and- 
a-half hours, or one 
hour in the freezer, to 
set. 

5. When you're ready to 
serve, grate over the 
remaining dark 
chocolate or top with a 
sprinkling of sea salt 
flakes or a few fresh 
raspberries or cherries. 
■ Melissa says: 

"These pots will keep, 
covered, in the fridge 
or freezer for a few 
days. If freezing, 
allow to defrost for 
40 minutes before 
serving." 


M elissa hemsley is 

quite probably the 
reason your kitchen 
contains a spiralizer. 
She and her elder 
sister, Jasmine, food caterers- 
turned-Vogue bloggers and 
cookbook writers Hemsley + 
Hemsley (The Art Of Eating 
Well, Good + Simple), 
pioneered the thing. 

Now, London-based Melissa 
is branching out alone, with her 
debut solo recipe collection, 

Eat Happy. 

"Every time I say it I have to 
do jazz hands," says the 
32-year-old with a laugh. 

What are her recipes trying 
to achieve? 

THE crux of the book is to make 
cooking as simple and stress- 
free as possible. "What are 
people's main objections to 
cooking?" she considers. "It 
takes too long: OK, I can make 
it take 30 minutes." 

She's also tackling mountains 
of washing up (only one pan), 
soggy leftovers for packed 
lunches, having to shop around 
(ingredients you can get in a 
corner shop) and getting 
more veg in "without 
putting on another pan 
to boil a bit of broccoli" 

Ease aside, the book 
is underpinned by an 
acute awareness of food 
waste and its implications. "I 
grew up with an army dad and 
a Filipino-catholic mum; very, 
very thrifty and frugal, don't 
waste a single grain of rice, 
always be prepared for a war, 
that sort of mentality,” Melissa 
explains. 

Why is it important to 
factor in leftovers? 

SHE reckons taking 
responsibility for wasting food 
is something we're more 
conscious of than ever. "You

feel awful doing it. On the 
positive side, you feel amazing 
using stuff up. It's really 
satisfying." 

She's always looking for 
nifty ways to transform 
leftovers into dishes that are 
as "special" as their original 
incarnation.

might think, 'Oh, 
this is quite boring; 
but fry them with 
butter and harissa 
' spice and suddenly 
they're incredible," 
she buzzes. It's part 
of what makes Eat 
Happy a Melissa 
book, not a Hemsley + 
Hemsley book, as 
well as the fact 
Melissa's taste buds 
are firmly in charge. 

"For instance, I 
haven't got a massive 
sweet tooth (although 
she does recommend 
her banoffee pie in a 
glass)," she explains. "I 
LOVE a takeaway. I don't 
often feel great when I 
eat one; they don't quite 
hit the spot, so I have 
recipes for a chicken 
katsu curry, a pad Thai, a 
buckwheat pizza." 


You can't beat sharing 
family recipes 

THERE are, she says, still "lots 
of nods to Jas and my mum" in 
the book though. "I'm eking 
out, recipe by recipe, book by 
book, my mum's secret Filipino 
recipes. She's very proud when 
we reference her, but I've got to 
say, getting a recipe from my 
mum is the hardest, because 
she changes it every time she 
makes a dish." 

Why do we need to ease up 
on ourselves in the kitchen? 

MELISSA is utterly opposed to 
the current culture of guilt 
around food. "We don't always 
have to have Instagrammable 
food, we don't always get our 
nine portions of fruit and veg 
and it's important not to feel 
guilty about it." 

Hence she'll happily post 
truthfully captioned pictures to 
Instagram: "I'll say, 'Before you 
notice, that bit is burnt; or, 'I 
overcooked my yolk there!' 

She doesn't agree with cutting 
out food groups and depriving 
yourself, either. "I'm not a big 
fan of extremes," she says. "I 
love a positive goal and things 
that make me feel happy - like, 
'Clear that cupboard out; but I 
don't say, 'I'm going to change 
everything about myself!" 

Instead of going on a crash 
diet, or bullying yourself into a 
month without alcohol or meat, 
she says, why not make an effort 
to fill up your freezer with 
home-cooked meals once a 
month instead? Use your 
ingredients in a different way, 
or buy less to begin with and 
meal-plan - "and then go spend 
that money you’ve saved on a 
dress - that’s what I'd do!"

11% abv) Light, refreshing 
flavours of strawberry and 
raspberry, with a hint of 
vanilla and velvety smooth 
bubbles (but neither 
linger long on the palate). 
The clear glass bottle, 
prettily presented in 


gift-wrapping, is helpfully labelled 
'pink' so even the colour-blind can 
enjoy a co-ordinated Valentine's 
Day. 

SPECIAL SPARKLING PINKS OVER £20 
Akarua Brut Rose Central Otago 

(Oz Wines, £22.99,13% abv) 

What can I say, but this is a wow. 

As I write I'm three days into a 
visit to New Zealand and next 
week I'll be in the home of this 
sparkling wine; Central Otago. It is 
made from hand-picked 
chardonnay and pinot noir 
grapes and blended with 
reserve wine which has been 
aged in French oak. It has J 
notes of fresh and dried > ~ 
strawberries, a touch of / 
creaminess and a 
delightful balance. 

Delicious. 


For a super-classy sparkling 
pink fizz how about one from 
England? Hush Heath Balfour 
Kent Brut Rose 2013 (£35.99, 
Waitrose) A blend of the classic 
grapes are used in champagne 
- chardonnay, pinot noir and 
pinot meunier. The grapes for this 
sparkler are grown in Kent in the 
shadow of a Tudor manor. It has 
aromas of rosehip, a whisper of 
strawberry and a peep of apple. 
Mouth-watering and elegant with a 
hint of stone fruit. 

PS... a sparkler with love at its 
heart is the perfectly-named I 
Heart Prosecco (£7.99, 
reduced from £8.99 at 
Bargain Booze until 
February 26,11% abv) 
which has acacia flower 
aromas and subtle apple 
I and peach flavours. 
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ALSO in my glass... If gin is your 
thing to share with a loved one 
then how about making Cupid's 
Kiss, a gin cocktail recipe using 
Gin Lane 1751 Victoria Pink Gin 
(RRP £20 for 70cl, in Aldi, 
Selfridges and Amazon, 40% 
abv). The gin is blended with 
bitters in a style created by the 
Royal Navy - to cure sea-sickness. 

To make the cocktail, muddle 
some strawberries in a cocktail 
shaker and add two parts Gin Lane 
1751 “Victoria" Pink Gin and one 
part Cointreau. Fill the shaker with 
ice and shake. Strain into an 
ice-filled highball glass, top with 
tonic water to taste and garnish 
with a strawberry.

Itsp coconut oil or ghee 
8 mackerel fillets (total 
700g) 

Sea salt and black pepper 
For the Filipino-style 
tamarind sauce: 3tbsp 
tamarind paste 
Itsp chilli flakes (or to taste) 

Itbsp maple syrup 
2tbsp tamari (or soy sauce 
will do) 

Juice of 1 lime 
For the greens: 

1 y 2 tbsp coconut oil or ghee 
4 spring onions, sliced (green 
parts saved to garnish)

METHOD: 

1. Preheat the grill to high. 
Add the oil to a baking tray 
and pop under the grill for a 
few minutes to melt. 



2. Whisk the sauce ingredi¬ 
ents in a bowl and set aside. 
Toast the nuts in a dry pan 
and then set aside. 

3. For the greens: Melt the 
one-and-a-half tablespoons 
of oil in the pan, add the 
white parts of the spring 
onions, garlic and ginger and 
fry over a medium heat for 30 
seconds. 

4. Tip in all the green 
vegetables and stir-fry for five 
minutes until just tender. Add 
a splash of water if the greens 
are getting too dry and 
sticking to the pan. 


5. Meanwhile, place the 
mackerel fillets on the 
greased baking tray, skin side 
up, season with salt and 
pepper then grill for four to 
five minutes until just cooked 
through. 

6. When the greens are just 
tender, pour in the tamarind 
sauce and stir in. Increase the 
heat and simmer for about 30 
seconds to heat through. 

Taste for seasoning, adding a 
little more tamari if you'd like 
it to be saltier. 

7. Serve the greens with the 
fish, scattered with the green 
parts of the spring onions and 
the fresh herbs and toasted 
nuts. 



INGREDIENTS: 

(SERVES 4) 

3tbsp chopped or flaked 
almonds 

1 y 2 tbsp butter or ghee 
1 large onion, finely chopped 
1 large red or orange pepper, 
deseeded and chopped

METHOD: 

1. In a large, deep frying pan, 
toast the almonds over a 
medium heat for just under a 
minute until golden, then set 
aside. Melt the butter in the 


hot pan, add the onion and 
pepper and fry for six minutes 
until starting to soften. 

2. Add the garlic, spices and 
parsley stalks and fry for one 
minute, stirring constantly to 
prevent them from burning, 
then add the tomato puree 
and cook for another 30 
seconds. 

3. Tip the tinned tomatoes 
into the pan, turn up the heat 


to a medium 
simmer and cook for 
15 minutes, 
uncovered, to 
thicken and reduce. 
Add the chickpeas 
and cook for another 
three minutes with a 
lid on. If you want 
the stew to be more soup¬ 
like, add the stock. 

4. Turn up the heat, drop in 
the spinach and cook for one 
minute, covered with the lid, 
then add the lemon juice and 
season with salt and pepper. 

5. Serve each bowl with a 
good drizzle of olive oil and 
with the parsley leaves and 
toasted almonds scattered 
over.

F ORGET the feeling of falling 
off the diet wagon, recent 
research shows a break from 
slimming can actually 
reboot your metabolism so 
you start losing weight again. Here's 
how to beat the dreaded diet 
plateau... 

1 TAKE A BREAK 

YOU'VE been faithfully following 
your diet, but after a great start the 
weight's stopped coming off? This 
effect, known as the diet plateau, is 
a common problem. 

However, a study carried out at 
the University of Tasmania has 
found that taking regular two-week 
breaks from dieting can outsmart it. 

The researchers were 
investigating the 'famine reaction' 
which occurs when the body 
responds to losing a large amount 
of weight by hanging on to fat, 
believing food is becoming scarce. 

For dieters this evolutionary 
survival mechanism has the 
knock-on effect of stalling weight 
loss. 

The study found those who dieted 
for two weeks then had two weeks off 
over a 16-week period were more 
likely to lose weight than those who 
continuously cut 
down. 

2 UNDERSTAND HOW 
WEIGHT LOSS WORKS 

THE reason most 
people lose weight 
very quickly during 
the first few weeks of 
a diet is that a lot of 
what is lost is water. 

Once your body has 
shifted this excess 
fluid, it's normal for 
your rate of weight 
loss to slow signifi¬ 
cantly. Check your 
progress and ask 
yourself whether the 
pounds have really 
stopped dropping or 
just eased up. Experts agree that a 
sensible rate for safe, lasting weight 
loss is one to two pounds per week. 

3 TAKE A WEEKLY SELFIE 

LAST year, a study by the 
University of Alicante in Spain 
found that creating a photo diary 
was an extremely effective tool when 
it came to shedding pounds. 

More than 80% of dieters taking 
full-length selfies each week as a 
record of their changing shape 
managed to reduce their waist size 
significantly. The researchers believe 
the body snaps motivated the 
slimmers because they could clearly 
see the results of their dieting. 

4 READJUST YOUR CALORIE INTAKE 

"AS you lose weight, your 
metabolism can slow because your 
body requires fewer calories to fuel 
the smaller-sized you," says 
nutritionist Linda Foster. 

"Therefore, the calorie intake that 
you initially had when you began 
your weight-loss journey will need 
to be adjusted to match your body's 
current needs," she explains. 

Try an online Basal Metabolic 
Rate (BMR) calculator, such as 
dietplan.co.uk/Tools/BMRChecker, 
which takes your height, weight, 
age and activity levels into account

Has your January weight loss come to a halt?

It's common for 
dieters to hit a 
weight plateau 
after initially 
shedding the 
pounds quickly.

to work out the daily 
number of calories 
you would need to 

consume to maintain your new lower 
weight. 

Then reduce that figure by around 
500 calories to keep losing weight. 

5 OR TRY EATING MORE! 

WHILE it's true you need to create 
a deficit between calories in and 
calories out to shed weight, cut your 
intake too much on an extreme diet 
and it'll have the opposite effect. "If 
your calorie intake is too low or 
you get too hungry, you start to 
lose metabolism-boosting muscle 
as well as fat," explains Linda. 

"To lose weight while preserving this 
important muscle, you might actually 
need to increase calories." 

The trick is the right foods. Linda 
recommends filling up on lean 
protein such as chicken or fish, whole 


grains, fruits, veggies, nuts and 
avocados. 

6 PRIORITISE YOUR SLEEP 

A FULL night's sleep is vital for 
shifting body fat because it resets the 
hormones that control metabolism. 
Even a couple of nights of sleep 
deprivation can lead to increased 
levels of the stress hormone cortisol, 
which encourages the body to overeat. 

7 START MEASURING PORTIONS 

IN the days of super-sizing 
everything it's easy to forget what a 
sensible portion of food looks like. 
But eating too much, even of healthy 
foods, will soon sabotage weight loss. 

Give yourself a serving-size 
refresher course. Luckily your hand 
provides an easy way to visualise a 
sensible portion: 


■ Pasta, potatoes and rice: 

A fist-sized portion 

■ Protein (meat/fish): 

Palm-sized 

■ High-fat foods (e.g. cheese): 

A thumb-sized portion 

■ Fruit and veg: 

Two to three handfuls 


8 E 
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EGGS FOR BREAKFAST 

RESEARCH shows choosing 
eggs first thing keeps you feeling 
fuller than cereals, making you less 
likely to snack.

9 PASS ON THE SALT 

THE scales might have stopped 
tipping in your favour because 
your body is retaining 
too much water.

9M' trigger for this is consum¬ 
ing an excess of salt. Water 
clings to salt like a magnet, 
so the more you eat, the 
more your body hangs 
onto it. 

EAT MORE PROTEIN 

PROTEIN contains 
an amino acid, leucine, 
that many studies have 
identified as a potent 


trigger for burning body fat. So, if 
you've been following a diet full of 
lots of fruit and veg, you may need 
to add in more protein to kickstart 
that weight loss again. 

Aim for a serving every few 
hours, because even though 
protein-rich foods such as eggs, 
nuts and meat contain more 
calories than an apple or salad, 
research shows they keep you full 
longer and therefore lower your 
overall calorie intake for the 
day. 

n EAT SOME ALMONDS BEFORE 
YOU TAKE YOUR EXERCISE 

ALMONDS are rich in the amino 
acid L-arginine, which can actually 
help you burn more calories during 
workouts, accelerating weight 
loss, according to a report in the 
Journal of the International Society 
of Sports Nutrition. 

REMEMBER BOOZE CALORIES 
COUNT AS WELL 

STICKING religiously to your meal 
plans but the weight's not shifting? 
Many dieters forget to factor in 
alcohol - yet a glass of wine 175ml) 
contains 130 calories and a pint of 
beer adds 215 calories to your daily 
intake. 
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A good night's sleep can 
boost your metabolism 




RETHINK YOUR GOAL WEIGHT 

"IT'S entirely possible your 
weight loss has slowed because 
you've reached your 'happy 
weight,”' says nutritionist Linda. 
"This is the weight your body is 
most comfortable at - and if you try 
to achieve a much lower weight, it 
will work against you." 

How do you know you've reached 
your happy weight? Linda suggests 
checking in with your GP - if they 
agree you're at a sensible weight for 
your height and frame, perhaps it's 
time to stop worrying about the 
scales so much. 



Boost your confidence by 
building your competence 


H UMANS are born with an 
innate drive to learn 
new skills. Milestones in 
our early years include 
learning to crawl, walk 
and talk. We don't just suddenly 
have these abilities, rather we 
master them, bit by bit, as we 
learn from our mistakes and 
cultivate our skills. 

The ability to master new 
skills never leaves us and in fact 
is hugely important if we are to 
thrive as adults. However, it's 
easy to lose touch with that 
desire to learn, to challenge 
ourselves and achieve new 
goals. 

Developing competence - or 
mastery, as it's known in the 
psychology world - is a core 
component of psychological 
treatments for a range of mental 
health problems. There are good 
reasons for this as research has 
shown that building mastery is 
associated with increased 
happiness, self-confidence and 
resilience. 

You can build mastery by 
regularly doing any activity that 
gives you a sense of competence, 
achievement or control. It could 
be learning a new skill, tackling 
jobs that you have been putting 
off or pushing yourself to do 
something outside of your 
comfort zone. 


When deciding what to turn 
your efforts to, it's important to 
follow these simple steps so you 
don't inadvertently set yourself 
up for failure. 

First, set a goal that is both 
difficult but possible. Pick 
something too easy and 
you won't feel like you've 
accomplished anything. Pick 
something too hard and you'll 
likely fail to reach your target. 

Let's say I want to build 
mastery by learning new skills in 
cooking and preparing fresh, 
homecooked meals for my family. 
A goal that's too easy would be 
researching recipes on the 
internet, while a goal that's too 
hard would be preparing a 
five-course banguet the next day. 


A goal that fits the "difficult but 
possible'' category would be 
finding a recipe online, picking up 
fresh ingredients on my way 
home and preparing a meal from 
scratch. 

The next step is to gradually 
increase the difficulty level of the 
goals you set yourself. Once you 
stop pushing yourself, you'll no 
longer get the surge of pride and 
wellbeing that mastering new 
skills brings. 

Finally, to help give yourself 
the best possible chance of 
success, make contingency plans. 
Consider the potential barriers 
that could get in the way of 
achieving your goals and plan out 
how you will overcome these 
obstacles in advance.

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WHAT’S YOUR POISON? 


Stop relying on chemical warfare - it's time to 
ban those toxic products and save the planet 


W e've got used 
to gardening 
in a certain 
way. We 
follow styles 
and a desire 
to tame 
nature, to 

grow perfect plants, while valuing 
precision and a neat and tidy 
aesthetic. 

We hold these gardening principles 
dear and many of the chemicals 
which we use to kill weeds, green up 
lawns, eradicate moss, promote 
growth, extinguish insects or tackle 
diseases have been our gardening aids 
for generations. 

But not all of these products are 
good for us or our planet. 

Glyphosate, the main ingredient in 
some weedkillers, was recently given 
another five-year licence by the EU, 
despite concerns being raised over its 
potentially carcinogenic properties. 

However, as we become more 
environmentally aware, it will become 
obvious to us that the use of many 
products which we purchase liberally 
is unsustainable. 

Another threat to traditional 
gardening is the increase in plant 
diseases and pests arriving in Europe. 
Xylella fastidiosa is the latest bacteria 



Some weedkillers may have 
carcinogenic properties 




to represent a potential major threat 
to the horticultural industry. 

Outbreaks so far in continental 
Europe have caused destruction to 
olive trees in Italy and have spread to 
France and Spain. 

Many of our old favourites, such as 
lavender and rosemary, may also be at 
risk from this disease. Box blight has 
been a plague for some time now and 
if a plant can't be grown without 
chemical intervention, should we 
drop it from our planting palette? 

What will this mean? It will mean 
embracing gardens that aren't perfect. 

I forecast that habits and practices 
which are widely accepted now will 
increasingly be challenged. 

In the meantime, we can do our bit 
in our own plots and reduce our 
reliance on chemical warfare. 

Here are some ways to go greener 
this year... 

EXCHANGE CHEMICALS FOR HOME 
REMEDIES 

There are a number of tried and 
tested, and surprisingly effective, 
homemade remedies for common 
garden problems and they're easier 
on your pocket too! 

Recycle a kitchen spray and get 
mixing. For example, one part cows' 
milk to two parts water can be 
effective against blackspot, which 
can plague roses in warm wet 
conditions. 

Chamomile tea makes a safe 
fungicide and can be used to 
prevent damping off disease of 
seedlings. You can also sprinkle 
cinnamon powder around 
seedlings. 

Baking soda mixed with some 
veg oil and water can be used on 
leaf blight, powdery mildew and as 
a general fungicide. 

Similarly, an infusion of chopped 
garlic, veg oil and water can be a 
good insecticide. 

Methylated spirits can be used 
to remove woolly aphids from the 
trunks of fruit trees. 

Just soak a cloth and rub the 
insects away. 



WEEDING 

The best way to keep weeds under 
control is by hoeing annual weeds 
and digging up perennials. 

A good thick mulch will also 
suppress weed growth as well as 
retaining moisture in the soil. 

Plant ground covers, such as 
pachysandra, ajuga or alchemilla, 
in larger areas. 

Use boiling water on weeds in 
gravelled or paved areas or a flame 
gun. 


HANDPICK OR HOSE 

As gardeners of relatively small 
plots, we have a big advantage 
over the large commercial 
growers. 

Simply picking off 
aphids as they appear 
and crushing them or 
hosing down 
affected plants will 
reduce the need to 
spray. 

RELAX! 

Adopt a more relaxed 
approach to what you 
might otherwise think of as 
weeds. For example, nettles 
are a wonderful breeding 
ground for the larvae of butterflies, 
as are thistles, docks, sorrel weed 
and meadow grasses. 

So consider leaving a patch of 



your garden uncultivated, which 
the weeds will guickly colonise. 

ATTRACT NATURAL PREDATORS 

These creatures, such as 
the ladybird, will hoover 
up aphids. They like 
herbs, including mint, 
chives, coriander, 
fennel and dill, and 
flat-topped flowers, 
such as yarrow. 
Include calendula, 
statice, alyssum and 
cosmos in your flower 
beds. 

Ladybirds (like 
hedgehogs) need places to 
hibernate in winter, 
preferring crevices of bark on trees 
and piles of leaf litter. 

You can create your own 
ladybird house by using a simple 



Time to transfer pot plants 


■ If you have 
houseplants that are 
outgrowing their pots, 
now is a good time to 
move them on. 

Choose a pot one size 
bigger and use fresh 
potting compost. 

If you can't re-pot, 
then top-dress by 
scraping off the top inch 
of soil and replacing with 
fresh compost.

(Hippeastrum) indoors in 
pots for spring flowers. 

■ Windy weather may 
have caused windrock in 
your plants - roses are 
particularly vulnerable, 
so check they have not 
been lifted out of the 
soil. 

If they have, firm back 
in gently. 


■ With epimediums, cut 
old leaves back carefully 
to show the delicate 
flowers emerging, taking 
care not to damage the 
flower stems. 

You can also do this 
with hellebores, 
removing the dead 
leaves. 

■ Cut back old leaves on 
deciduous ferns to make 
room for fresh new 
growth in the spring. 
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wooden box and adding bits of bark 
and leaf litter. Or make a log pile using 
a few branches, logs and twigs in an 
area where they won't be disturbed. 

GOOD CULTIVATION PRACTICES 


coffee beans and crushed eggshells to 
create rough barriers around precious 
plants. Copper bands are also effective 
around pots, giving snails a mild 
electric shock. 


ASK DIARMUID 


Q Please help. I have had my 
apple tree about 30 years 
and always had a good yield, 
but this year although the 
apples were a better crop, 
nearly every one had 
something eating into the 
middle. 

Is there anything I can do? 
I've already tied a band 
around the tree and sprayed. 
Thank you.

A Grease bands around apple 
trees are a method of 
stopping winter moth damage 
- these caterpillars eat the 
leaves and fruitlets. 



However, your tree may be 
under attack from the codling 
moth whose caterpillars 
burrow into the centre of the 
apple and destroy the fruit. 

In spring you can treat the 
trunk with plant-based 
horticultural oil which will help 
remove larvae and eggs. 


In May, hang pheromone 
traps on the tree which will 
capture the male moths, 
thereby reducing the amount 
of eggs hatched. 

There are also biological 
controls available to apply to 
the trunk in September. These 
are worms which destroy the 
caterpillars. 

If you want to spray, do so in 
late June and not when the 
tree is in flower so as to 
protect beneficial pollinating 
insects. 

Better still, choose an 
organic plant-based 
insecticide which will be less 
harmful to the environment. 


These procedures - such as crop 
rotation, companion planting, choosing 
the right species that will thrive in your 
particular micro-climate, growing 
disease-resistant cultivars, best 
practice hygiene (cleaning tools etc) 
and maintaining plant health with 
correct planting, nutrition and watering 
- will all reduce the reguirement for 
chemical intervention. 

BARRIERS 

Slugs and snails are the bane of every 
gardener's life, but use up your leftover 


BIOLOGICAL CONTROLS 

Nematodes are tiny parasitic creatures 
which burrow into other slightly bigger 
creatures, such as vine weevils and 
slugs, and release harmful bacteria 
destroying them within a day or so. 

They are not harmful to humans, 
pets or plants, but only work when the 
soil temperature warms up. 

August and September are ideal 
months for application. You buy the 
nematodes in powder form and 
dissolve in NATURAL water - then 
spray the affected areas.

MUSCARI PINK SUNRISE 

Grape hyacinth is a popular 
spring bulb and being small 
(six to eight inches in height) 
it's ideal for window boxes 
where space is limited. 

It's a spring flower that 
brings a sweet fragrance, so 
plant where you can enjoy 
the smell. 


The most common 
varieties are in blue but I 
think this baby pink cultivar 
is very pretty and would 
make a gorgeous display 
alongside some cream and 
pink tulips.

Ombudsman 
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SURVEY SHOWS CONFIDENCE 
IN THE PROPERTY MARKET 


Research finds 88% of the 


region's homebuyers still consider property to be a good long-term investment 


A recent survey by es¬ 
tate agents and 
chartered surveyors, 
Fenn Wright, shows 
homebuyers in East 
Anglia remain positive 
about the market, with 
88 per cent agreeing 
that property is a good long-term invest¬ 
ment. 

The agency interviewed 370 intending 
purchasers registered with the firm for 
property across all of their branches, half 
of whom were hoping to move in the first 
quarter of 2018. 

The survey also revealed that 72 per 
cent of buyers predicted in the next year 
prices would increase or remain stable, 
although more than a quarter (28 per 
cent) thought prices could decrease in the 
same period. 

Alan Williams, managing partner, 
commented: “I think buyers are right to 
expect the housing market to remain 
fairly constant, as demand continues to 


outstrip supply and rising rent prices 
make buying more attractive.” 

“The purchasers we spoke to in Essex 
and Suffolk have a realistic approach to 
the medium and long-erm outlook for the 
property market in the region. We have 
seen the market rebalancing a little in the 
second half of 2017, which creates 
opportunities for buyers to have a little 
more choice and, in some circumstances, 
to negotiate a better deal for themselves.” 

PROSPECTS 

“When asked their views about the 
longer term prospects (2019-2021), a 
higher proportion of respondents (80 per 
cent) predicted increasing or stable prices, 
but 20 per cent believe that prices could 
decrease. 

Alan comments: “These results are a 
useful snapshot of market sentiment. We 
have a sophisticated and well-informed 
audience, some of whom are prepared to 
buy even if their expectation is that prices 
might fall. This is ultimately because they 


have faith in the long-term value of 
property given the popularity of our 
region and the huge demand for housing. 

“I think these results tell sellers that 
their pricing strategy in 2018 needs to be 
correct at the outset if they want to 
engage the buying audience. Interest 
shown in a property usually spikes in the 
first two weeks and it can be an uphill 
climb if a property remains unsold in the 
longer term. The key is to be more open 
to buyer feedback, which means getting 
the support of an experienced estate 
agent who fully engages with buyers on a 
daily basis, and can give you useful and 
informed feedback. 

“fust this week, we have agreed sales on 
premium properties listed with our 
Signature team, townhouses and 
apartments and we have buyers out and 
about viewing with serious intent. With 
this context in mind, we would expect the 
market to favour sellers a little more in 
the peak buying season of spring and 
early summer.”

H ere’s a car that combines pointless 
excess and surprising practicality 
better than almost anything else on 
the road. 

u can do something about the 
excess before you buy and the practicality is 
still there for the taking for the length of 
your ownership. 

First, the excess. After choosing the diesel 
engined version of Bentley’s ship-sized and 
high selling Bentayga SUV you’ll be faced 
with an options’ list as long as a well tailored 
arm. 

One of the boxes you can tick adds £2,995 
to the bottom line for a dash mounted 
Breitling clock with dark mother of pearl 


face and - not joking here - ringed with 
eight small diamonds. So it’s both naff and 
impossible to read at the same time. 

So, with nearly three grand back in your 
pocket, we proceed to the practicality part of 
the Bentayga equation. 

Choose diesel as fuel and you save £26,900 
over the cost of the full fat 12-cylinder petrol 
model, losing only modestly in the 
performance stakes. You may find that 
168mph and zero to 62mph in 4.8 seconds is 
sufficient after all. 

It certainly feels plenty fast enough, if not 
as bonkers quick as the petrol W12. Quite 
near the just announced V8 petrol Bentayga, 
though, and a miniscule £400 cheaper. 

Your respect for the performance will then 
turn to astonishment when you 
glance the fuel consumption readout 
- over 500 miles the Bentayga diesel 
on test managed 31.6mpg, and 
touched 40mpg-plus on a gentle 
motorway run. 

For such a huge and heavy car 
that’s close to miraculous and made 
the 17.6mpg from the W12 driven 
some months earlier seem utterly 
dipso. It means an easy 500 miles per 
18 gallon tankful and much less 
messing about at the pumps for the 
Bentley’s time pressed owner. 


And more time to enjoy driving a car that 
does a fine job of defying physics by making 
its 2.5 tonnes feel like a lighter vehicle when 
corners arrive - although never like a smaller 
one. 

This is a very big machine, casting 
shadows over almost anything else in the car 
park and wide enough to make city driving 
an exercise in width judgement as the 
grocery deliveries van hurls towards you at 
must-make-the-slot speed. 

In its element (wide, open road) the 
Bentayga is a near perfect way to transport 
four lucky people as far as they’d like to go, 
cocooned in leather lined luxury in a cockpit 
that makes you feel special every time the 


doors pull themselves closed the last few 
millimetres, thus saving you the bother of 
slamming them shut. 

Despite its gargantuan bulk the Bentayga 
is merely very adequately spacious in the 
rear - not leg-stretchingly roomy - and the 
boot, while regularly shaped is modestly 
sized against something like... a Skoda 
Superb. 

Bentley ownership is higher on the feel 
good factor and the Bentayga does not 
disappoint, especially with a list of optional 
extras that extends from TV screens in the 
rear (£965) to ventilated front seats with 
massage function (£2,805). And that clock, if 
you must.

BIG VEHICLE, BIG SAVINGS 



P ick-up trucks are 

enjoying something 
of a boom at the 
moment as business 
buyers cotton on to 
the huge cost-saving benefits 
available to those prepared 
to forego a more traditional 
company car. 

In the eyes of the tax man 
these workhorses are classed 
as light commercial vehicles 
and with this status, as any 
shrewd accountant will point 
out, come tax breaks. 

For company car drivers, a 
pick-up attracts flat-rate 
benefit-in-kind tax which 
compares very favourably to 
the more usual fleet options, 
while for businesses buying 
one not only can much of 
the VAT be reclaimed but the 
purchase price can also be 
written off against capital 
allowances. 

All of this adds up to a 
financial incentive which, in 
the cash-strapped austerity 
era, is attracting small 
business owners beyond the 


more traditional market of 
builders, plumbers, sparkies 
and other tradesmen. 

Understandably, this trend 
has tempted more carmakers 
to chase a piece of the 
action, with the likes of Fiat, 
Citroen and even Mercedes- 


Benz launching trucks of 
their own. 

Newcomers face some stiff 
competition from the 
established big-hitters 
though - and the Mitsubishi 
L200 is certainly one of 
those. 


It has been at the core of 
the Japanese brand’s range 
for more than 30 years and 
the current Series 5 version 
has bagged numerous 
awards, including the Auto 
Express Pick-up of the Year 
gong three times in a row 
and Carbuyer’s equivalent 
for the last two years. 

Powered by a durable and 
willing 2.4-litre turbodiesel 
engine, with huge pulling 
power (now up to 3.5 tonnes 
braked) and with 
Mitsubishi’s renowned 4x4 
prowess it possesses all the 
attributes required for a 
proper go-anywhere working 
vehicle. 

A basic, utilitarian 4Life 
version is available in single 
and extended club cab as 
well as full double cab 
configuration for buyers who 
need just that but for those 
looking to use the L200 as a 
family and lifestyle motor 
too the rugged-sounding 
Titan, Warrior and Barbarian 
double cab variants are the 


ones to consider. These add 
design touches, creature 
comforts and equipment 
that bring the pick-up much 
closer to a more mainstream 
SUV in terms of style, 
refinement and comfort. 

While a truck will never be 
as nimble and responsive as 
a car, Mitsubishi have 
worked hard to make driving 
the L200 as easy and 
uncomplicated as possible. 

It has one of the smallest 
turning circles among its 
competitors and the light 
steering can go from lock to 
lock in 3.8 turns of the 
wheel, making manoeuvring 
as straightforward as it can 
be in a vehicle of this size. 

Although there is some 
diesel rattle under 
acceleration, the power pack 
is impressively quiet when 
trundling around town or at 
a steady cruise and when 
mated to the five-speed 
automatic transmission 
offers smooth, relaxed 
progress - although the six- 


speed manual option boasts 
slightly better fuel economy. 

Body roll is well controlled 
and the Super Select version 
of the 4x4 system in higher 
grade models offers four 
modes, from two-wheel drive 
to ultra low ratio all-wheel 
drive, to cope with all driving 
conditions and terrains. 

The double cab will hold 
five adults, with good head 
and leg room all-round, and 
in Warrior trim features 
creature comforts such as 
leather upholstery, dual¬ 
zone climate control, four¬ 
way electric driver’s seat, 
heated front seats, keyless 
entry and ignition, 
touchscreen multimedia 
interface, reversing camera 
and satnav. 

And with a load-deck that 
can carry more than a tonne 
and the option of adding a 
removable hard-top cover 
you’ve also got a ‘boot’ that 
knocks anything any 
conventional car could offer 
into a cocked hat.

The rear is as striking as 
the front with feline-looking 
cat claws rear light LED 
clusters, while this model 
features the gloss black roof 
and black rear panel which 
incorporates the lights.

There is plenty of head 
and legroom for five 
occupants and the cabin has 
a real upmarket feel.

AN excellent weekend at the East 
and Essex Indoor Championships 
saw Harlow Athletic Club collect 
a clutch of medals and a host of 
personal best performances. 

A total of 21 Harlow athletes 
from across the age groups took 
part in the event, held at the Lee 
Valley Athletics Centre in Pick¬ 
etts Lock. 

It was unfortunate for the U20 
men that both Dominique Dio- 
mande and Shemar Boldiszar 
were in the first semi-final togeth¬ 
er.

In 
the final, he ran 7.01 to earn the 
silver medal.

4.37m for Essex bronze. 

Mia Rowan qualified for the U13 
60m hurdles final and ran a new 
PB of 11.25 to secure Essex bronze. 
In the U15 final, Grace Iyinbor’s 
time of 10.01 was a new PB and 
good enough for regional bronze 
and Essex silver. 

In the U15 60m sprints, James 
Petty was third in his heat in 7.88;
